Base closings to cost 42,000 jobs 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The Defense Department 
today formally listed 274 military bases which will be 
closed or whittled down in an economy move that will 
cost more than 42,000 jobs and precipitate another ad­ 
ministration fight with Congress. 
Even before Defense Secretary Elliot L. Richardson 
announced the closing of 40 bases and cutbacks at 234 
others, members of Congress demanded that President 
Nixon shut down some of the 3,400 U.S. bases overseas. 
Richardson told a news conference: 
“ These proper, prudent base realignments will save 
American taxpayers billions of dollars. Despite the 


hardship these actions will cause to some, in the long run 
they are necessary to maintain an efficient, effective, 
modern military establishment and consequently, a 
strong national defense benefiting all Americans.” 
The action will eliminate 26,172 civilian jobs and 16,640 
military positions at installations in 32 states, Puerto 
Rico and the District of Columbia. 
Richardson said the paring down will save an 
estimated $375 million a year. Hardest hit were Rhode 
Island and Richardson’s native Massachusetts. 
In Rhode Island, 21,400 defense jobs will be lopped off 
—80 per cent of the total military payroll in the state. In 


Massachusetts, 13,100 workers will be let go —35 per cent 
of the federal defense total. 
Members of the Democratic Congress who learned of 
the closings and cutbacks Monday in many cases were 
willing to accept the fact that with the Vietnam war 
over, the action was reasonable. 


But they were insistent that Nixon save more by 
shutting down overseas operations. 
Richardson told newsmen, “ Every effort will be made 
to assist displaced civilian employes in obtaining other 
acceptable employment.” He said he had issued a freeze 


on most new hiring in the Defense Department to enable 
displaced employes to fill vacancies that open. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., whose state will 
lose an estimated 13,000 jobs through the closing of 
Boston Naval Shipyard and other facilities, said he did 
not feel the decision was a political slap at the only state 
to vote for Sen. George McGovern in the presidential 
election last November. 
Rep. Michael Harrington, D-Mass., who also has been 
in the forefront of military cost critics, said it would be 
“ the height of inconsistency” for him now to protest 
when economies are achieved.

Judge, the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare today sent 
letters to 184 elementary and high 
school districts in 16 states to end 
alleged school segregation. 
In six districts HEW said it has 
approved desegregation plans that 
call for increased busing, said Peter 
Holmes, the new director of HEW’s 
Office for Civil Rights. These are 
the Capital District in Delaware; 
Anne Arundel County, Md.; DeSoto 
County, Miss.; Montgomery County, 
S.C.; Lawton, Okla., and Albemarle 
County, Va. 
“ These Districts had not been 
moved on in the prior two years 
until the court required us to move 
on them,” Holmes told newsmen. 
Asked if HEW had delayed taking 
action because desegregation in 
those 
districts 
required 
more 
busing, he replied, “ That was the 
principal reason.”

“ We’re

deeper,” Mansfield told reporters. 
“ We’re getting involved in another 
civil 
war, 
and

constitutional grounds to do so.” 


“The problem is not military, but 
diplomatic,” 
he 
said. 
“ The 
bombings are not the answer to a 
situation which in effect endangers 
the fragile cease-fire in Vietnam. 
“Peace —we have no peace,” 
Mansfield said. “ 1 wonder if the 
time will ever come when we get out 
of Indochina lock, stock and barrel.” 


Scott said he would “ like the 
bombings to end as soon as possible. 
“ It’s regrettable,” Scott said, 
adding in the past North Vietnam 
“ responded” 
only 
to 
strong 
American action. 
The bombing is a result of the 
“ failure of North Vietnam to live up 
to the peace agreement,” Scott said. 
Sen. Mark O. Hatfield,R-Ore., said 
the bombing of Cambodia and Laos 
“ carries with it the fear that they 
are a possible prelude to the 
renewed 
bombing 
of 
North 
Vietnam.” 


“ Such actions will only repeat the 
tragic loss of American life and 
create 
new 
American 
POWs,” 
Hatfield said. “ The threat of more 
POWs and U.S. deaths even now 
permeates the deadly bombing 
missions over Cambodia and Laos.” 
A house subcommittee, meantime, 
voted to require a president to 
report to Congress within 48 hours if 
in the future he sends U.S. forces 
into combat overseas without ad­ 
vance permission. 


Indians fire on helicopter

today fired on an FB I helicopter and 
at three government roadblocks in 
the first violations of the three-week 
old cease-fire agreement, a govern­ 
ment source said.

Government spokesman Charles 
Cadieux said the shootings began at 
7:02 a.m. with several shots fired at 
the helicopter and were followed at 
7:21 a.m. by heavy firing at 
roadblocks, held by the government 
forces around the village.

Autry added last night that the Elm 
is the city’s most costly tree to 
maintain.

military jobs. 
The promise of eventual 
savings of close to $1 billion 
dollars a year was small 
comfort to those whose jobs 
and 
businesses 
were 
threatened 
and

chosen representatives at 
city, 
state 
and 
federal 
levels. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., said the action

“People got very scared 
of this date idea,” the Times 
quoted

spokesman as saying. “It

on

assumption that we could 
move 
the 
retarded 
to 
community facilities within 
10 years, but there was no 
magic to it.” 
The original goal had been 
to turn over all treatment 
programs for the retarded 
to counties or other local 
agencies within the next 
decade and phase out state 
hospitals during that period.

Bureaucracy 


The walls may he tumbling down on the grandiose 
scheme to reorganize the state’s health, welfare and 
mental 
hygiene 
departments 
into 
one 
massive 
bureaucracy. 
Under a plan, apparently not too well studied by the 
Legislature, the green lignt was given back in 1070 to 
effect gigantic changes in the structures of these three 


hrough implementation of the plan the state will wind 
cfmii 


huge department. 
Tt 
up with one huge agency adminstering programs 
totalling multi-billions and employing in excess of 20,000 
persons. 
A large part of this has been achieved or is well under 
way. 
One of the great m ysteries of the reorganization is how 
Governor Reagan, who philosophically opposes big 
government, was persuaded to emDrace such a monster. 
For at least two phases of the plan seem to be in 
diametric opposition to all that Reagan espouses. In 
addition to his views that there is too much government, 
he is also strong in his belief that people participation in 
government should be encouraged. 
Yet, the reorganization of the various departments 
into the giant Health and Welfare Agency flouts both of 
these principles. Not only is an unwieldy bureaucracy 
being created, but the safeguards which nave generally 
been provided to guard against unbridled bureaucracts 
are being eliminated. 
Theses are the various boards which have heretofore 
been responsible for the adoption of regulations and 
policies for the different programs. 
By having such boards there is a protection for the 
public from arbitrary and capricious actions on the part 
of bureaucrats. 
The board members, being unsalaried prominent 
citizens, maintain the link between the public and 
government. However, because, being unpaid, their 
public service time is limited, most regulations are 
prepared by staff for their consideration. 
The regulations so adopted have all the force and 
effect of laws enacted by the Legislature. People can be 
fined, put in jail, and suffer the loss of a license by which 
they earn their livelihood as a direct result of such rules. 
But the public interest is bulwarked by the fact that 
the boards m eet in public to consider proposed rules. 
Opportunity is given to the citizens to be heard. 
Objections bring to light the faults of proposed rules. 
Poor staff work is exposed and corrected. 
The reorganization seeks to wipe out these boards. The 
power to make regulations would be placed in the hands 
of a single individual. It would be an appointed person 
who does not have to answer to tne voters. The 
Legislature and the public has suddenly awakened to this 
threat to good government. 
Only recently the medical board and other similar 
boards which were slated to be transferred into this new 
agency under the reorganization, developed enough 
squawk to forestall this fate. A good look is now being 
given to the rest of the program. 
The agency is currently headed by Dr. Earl Brian. He 
was formerly director of Health Care Services. The 
Governor catapulted him into the breach by naming 
him head of the new Health and Welfare Agency. 
He has expressed puzzlement at the complaints about 
the reorganization. Seeking to avoid responsibility for 
the plan, he explained it was adopted while he was doing 
military duty in Vietnam. 
But regardless of when or why the plan was initially 
adopted Brian now has the responsibility for it. If there 
are things wrong with it, they should be admitted and 
corrected. Bulling them through will not solve the 
problems Neither will such an approach serve the best 
interests of the state.

U.S. warns will veto condemnation 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - The United 
States has warned fellow Security Council 
members 
it

attempts by Arabs to pass a “one-sided” 
resolution condemning Israel, diplomatic 
sources said Monday. 
Foreign Minister Mohammed 
H. el- 
Zayyat of Egypt called on the Security 
Council to urge a suspension of economic 
and military aid to Israel, especially by the 
United States. 
Arab nations worked on the language of a 
resolution they will present today to the 
Council, which is meeting in emergency 
session at the request of Lebanon to discuss 
the Israeli commando raid in Beirut a 
week ago.

Pentagon Papers trial

Ellsberg was to undergo cross-examination today. 
“The President couldn’t allow it to end in failure, so it 
wasn’t going to end at all,” Ellsberg said, testifying at his 
theft, conspiracy and espionage trial. 
“ A President is only human and he had the power to 
postpone the failure into the administration of his 
successor. That is what had been happening under 
four Presidents — Truman, Eisenhower, Kennedy and 
Johnson,’’ 


Watergate bugging case 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The White House and a Senate 
investigating committee remained at odds today over 
whether President Nixon’s aides will present open, sworn 
testimony at committee hearings to begin about May 15 on 
the Watergate bugging case. 
Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., the committee chairman, 
acknowledged Monday he had been negotiating with the 
White House but stuck by demands that all witnesses at the 
hearings testify under oath and in public. 
A White House spokesman, when asked about a possible 
compromise formula, 
replied 
tersely,

away,” the Times quoted 
the source as saying, and 
the White House will make a 
public admission “ partly to 
head off the disclosures 
being made by a federal 
grand jury and the Senate 
committee investigating the 
Watergate case.” 


The information came from 18 tire manufacturers whose 
advertising statements had been called into question by the 
Federal Trade Commission (FTC) as part of the agency’s 
continuing effort to get various industries to substantiate 
their sales pitches. 
By and large the tire makers refused to give ground, al­ 
though in a few instances they declined to back up claims 
which they said were made by local dealers and were not 
part of their national advertising. Many relied on 
“ unsolicited testimonials” from satisfied customers to 
back up their statements. 
“ I have always been a great critic but when I get results I 
am always happy to compliment,” wrote William J. 


Krueger, police and fire chief of Amberly Village, Ohio, in 
telling B.F. Goodrich his three cruisers had run up 39,000 
miles on their “ Lifesaver Radials.” He said they were good 
for another 10,000 miles. 
The FTC had asked Goodrich to prove its claim that it 
was getting reports of “ 50,000, even 60,000” on its 
“ Lifesaver radials.” 
Goodyear similarly sent in a stack of 30 letters from 
customers to back up its claim that its “ Polyglas tire” was 
“ long lasting.” It also said a commercial for its “ Custom 
Power Cushion Polyglas” tire, which the FTC had 
challenged, was never aired. It speculated the FTC had 
gotten hold of a script which was later killed. 


Uniroyal was asked to substantiate an ad which listed its 
“ Fastrack,” “ Laredo” , “ Fleet Master” and “Tiger Paw” 
tires and added “ Safe tires save lives.” 


Wailing of taxpayer subdued 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The wail of the 
anguished state taxpayer was subdued this 
year in the face of many million dollars in 
refunds, state tax officials say. 
In prior years, state income taxes hit 
Californians once, on April 15, amf their 
complaining often took the form of bitter

“ If this is for the war on poverty, where 
do I surrender?” wrote one taxpayer last 
year. 
• But now, as Gov.

Reagan 
predicted, the system of tax withholding 
appeared to “ dull the pain” of state income 
taxes.

Robert 
Longsford, 
a 
franchise

board 
spokesman, explained Monday, “ people 
ended up owing money at the end of the 
year and consequently we had more 
disgruntled taxpayers. 
“ This year, many people are receiving a 
refund instead of shelling out extra cash. 
People are a lot happier when they can get 
a check in the mail rather than having to 
send one and don’t feel moved to write us 
sarcastic letters.” 
Longsford said the board received only 
four odd letters from irate taxpayers this 
year, the first for withholding, and they 
dealt with disputes over how much was due.

Anderson, 23, son of the mayor of 
Eugene, Ore., and an Olympian, 
took the lead at the 20-mile mark of

Monday to defeat a field of 1,398 
runners that included 12 women. 
His winning time was 2 hours 16 
minutes 3 seconds, 1:43 ahead of 
runner-up Tom Fleming of William 
Paterson College but 5:33 off the 
1970 record set by Ron Hill of 
England. 
Defending 
champion 
Olavi 
Suomalainen of Finland held the 
lead after 20 miles but suffered a 
cramp on the first of the course’s 
three murderous hills and slipped to 
third. 
Jacqueline Hansen, 24, a college 
student from Granada Hills, Calif., 
won the women’s division over 13 
others in a time of 3:06.26 to finish 
326th overall. 
Anderson, 
a 
conscientious 
objector who has five months of 
alternative service left as a kitchen 
orderly at a hospital near his San 
Mateo, Calif., home, said he came 
close to scratching himself from the 
race. 
“My training wasn’t going that 


well and it was starting to get to 
me,” said Anderson who was an 
unknown until he qualified for the 
Olympic 10,000-meter run last year. 
“I wasn’t running as well as I 
should have been,” Anderson said. 
He said he called his dad when he 
considered dropping out three weeks 
ago, “and he convinced me the race 
was important and worth running, 
sol went ahead.” 
Anderson, the first American to 
win the Boston Marathon since 
Ambrose 
Burfoot 
of 
Wesleyan 
University 
in 
1968, 
used

conservative strategy in the race. 
He ran in a cluster about 150 yards

Where, oh where says overmanager Williams 
are the salmon?

There is very little change in the salmon situation—the 
fish are far between and few, and still no one has a reason 
for the poor season that we are having. The forage fish are 
back, and the ocean in the one-time salmon runs are alive 
with them, but no one to eat them! 
As we write. Harbor Associates report a few boats went 
out this morning I Friday», and thev had word of a salmon 
being taken. But most anglers were disgusted and went to 
bottom fishing, which is still standing up despite undue 
pressure on account of the salmon anglers taking over. 
A few large halibut have been taken, with a lunker 31 
pound fish being caught from a boat by Jim Fairbanks of 
Arroyo Grande. A 15 pound sheephead was brought in, a 
stranger to these waters. In fact we have never heard of 
one being caught anyplace north of the Los Angeles area. 
They used to be plentiful among the rocky shores off Point 
Firmin, and whilst not the most tasty of fish, make a good 
salad. 
Which brings to mind a time when we caught a large one 
on a party boat, and it was not allowable for the jack pot, 
account of being a “varmint" amongst fish. We nearly 
came to blows over the deal. However, in those days we 
could hold our own, and won out by main force to have the 
fish allowed. Ten bucks was a lot of money in those days, 
and we were not about to be talked out of it! 
The check made by Harbor Associates reveals the 
average slightly less than one fish per boat over last 
weekend. 
The big “Islander", skippered by Ken Jacobsen, is 
fishing the Purisima area and sails daily, providing 
enough customers show up. Ken reports that there are 
plenty of big Ling cod being caught, in this comparatively 
virgin area. 
The “ABC" is mostly bottom fishing, but has had a few 
charters, with a poor take. The Sato boats Marauder and 
Duabalo are picking up the odd salmon but doing well on 
bottom fishing. All in all, one could only rate salmon fishing 
as spotty. 
Skip Sato is running an Easter Special Thursday. With 
each adult who buys a $10 ticket aboard one of the two Sato 
i boats, a high school boy or girl will be admitted free. 
Reservations are a must. Call 595-7200 (days) or,489-3614 
(nights). Boats will leave at 6:30 and 7 a.m.

Some nice bass have also been brought in, but weather has 
not been cooperative, with winds getting up in mid 
morning. 
Further north, Laguna Lake, near San Luis Obispo has 
been the scene of lots of action, with limits of trout, some 
going over 12 inches, being caught. Last week Oceano 
Lagoon was to have been planted. Here the pressure is 
heavy, owing to the proximity of the state park. 
Lopez Lake has been excellent on bass, with many limits 
up to five and six pounds being taken by bass “know how" 
anglers. Last week Max Charles worth stopped by to show 
us four fish, all over five pounds, that he had taken on 
Garcia’s Dazzle Tail lures in the Wittenberg Arm area of 
the lake. He caught a lot more that he released, but 
reported that fishing was good for most anyone with the 
right lures! He tests and reports on all of Garcia tackle and 
lures, and is almost on speaking terms with large mouth 
bass! 
Trout were planted in Lopez last week, and the fishing 
from the shore is picking up. The big planting by the county 
will start first of May when some 20,000 catchable sized 
rainbows will be released over a short period. These fish 
are part of the deal with the state to replace the steelhead 
fishery lost thru the Lopez Dam. 
Margarita Lake reports that bass fishing is good, also 
some nice crappie are being caught. A near-record large- 
mouth bass of well over nine pounds was caught by Don 
Hendricks of San Luis Obispo. 
Nacimiento Lake finds bass, white bass, and crappie 
fishing excellent, with lots of limits. The lake has finally 
settled down and is clear and cool, with white bass working 
the shallows. Catfishing fair, most anglers concentrating 
on surface fish. 
HUNTING 
In the annual report of the San Luis Obispo Wildlife 
Management Unit, the condition summary says that the 
last season was far below normal for rainfall, amounting to 
only a third of the normal amount. Forage production was 
below average, with poor acorn crops in most areas. Fires 
burnt 565 acres of private land, and 20 acres in the National 
Forest the general lack of fires was attributed to lack of 
grass to carry fires. 
The reported buck kill for 1972 decreased 14 percent from 
1971, deer tag returns indicate a 30 percent non return from 
this unit. According to tag returns, 174 deer were killed 
during the Adelaida Antlerless Hunt in 1972, up slightly 
from the previous year. 
Fall herd composition counts indicate good fawn 
production only in the portions of the county having 
antlerless hunting. The remaining areas had poor fawn 
production. 
Conclusion of the report is that population data indicates 
an abundance of deer in the unit. The majority of 
landowners are not opposed to antlerless hunting, but are 
opposed to the mechanics of the permit system, and there 
is no biological reason why antlerless hunting should not be 
expanded.

OAKLAND, C alif—(NEA) 
—Richard Hirshfeld Williams 
has been a m anager of big 
league baseball teams a total 
of only five years. His teams 
have three times finished the 
regular season in first place 
and twice appeared in World 
Series. 
Most 
recently, 
of 
course, his Oakland Athletics 
became the champions of the 
world. 


Such success could have a 
profound impact on the m an­ 
ager’s role in the game, for 
Williams is not one of those 
impassive souls who sits on 
his haunches deep in the re­ 
cesses of the dugout, seldom 
seen, infrequently heard, let­ 
ting the nine men on the field 
determine the course of a 
game. 
Instead, he’s a bounder. 
Last O c t o b e r , he and 
Sparky Anderson, the m an­ 
ager of the rival Cincinnati 
Reds, were so busy jumping 
onto the field and juggling 
personnel 
that even 
NBC 
must have wailed, “ Enough 
already! We’re running out 
of com m ercials.” 
They were accused of over­ 
managing more than any­ 
body since Mollie Goldberg 
and Mary Worth. 
“Who me? Overmanage? I 
wasn’t doing it. We won. 
Sparky must have been?” 


A tight smile lurked under­ 
neath Dick Williams’ brush 
of a mustache as he con­ 
fronted the accusation. Which 
gave him the opportunity to 
lash out against a favorite 
target — the “eastern” w rit­ 
ers. 
“The eastern w riters,” he 
said, “don’t know anything 
about the Oakland ball club 
to begin with. We’re hairv 
and mod and they don’t like 
that. 
If we 
do 
anything 
against the so-called ‘book’ 
then I’d like to meet the man 
who wrote the book. I don’t 
think there’s such a thing as 
the book. 
“I think if you’re m anag­ 
ing a ball club, you’re run­ 
ning the game. The game be­ 
longs to me — definitely, I’d 
say. from the seventh inning 
on.” 
That made the next ques­ 
tion quite logical. How im­ 
portant is a m anager in win­ 
ning? 


“He’d be lucky if he won 
half a dozen games through 
his brainstorms. If he does 
what the New York writers 
call overmanage, he might 
lose two dozen.” 


A contradiction? Not to 
Williams, who can rationalize 
every move he ever made, 
and does, with the profound 
conviction that comes from 
winning. 


One of the perquisites of 
the 
m anager 
away 
from 
home is a two-room suite 
with the color console TV set 
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Valuable merchandise 


and the kitchen bar so that 
Dick Williams can have his 
poached egg in privacy. It 
gives him a comfortable, re­ 
flective forum for a dis­ 
course on the philosophy of 
leading a m ajor league base­ 
ball team. 


He is, in these circum ­ 
stances, a subdued and am i­ 
able man. Not at all the 
truculent and snapping au­ 
thoritarian he can be when 
he puts on the knickers out­ 
fit of kelly and gold ordained 
by Charles O. Finley, the 
owner of the Athletics. Dick 
is going into the middle age 
(approaching 44) of his life 
quite pleasantly. The Athlet­ 
ics look strong enough to win 
again. 


“Charlie 
Dressen 
never 
played 
according 
to 
the 
book,” mused Williams in a 
recall of his days as a bench- 
warm er with the old Brook­ 
lyn Dodgers. “Very rarely 
did Dressen use the bunt in 
Ebbets Field. With a man on 
second and none out and 
(Roy) Campanella up, I nev­ 
er rem em ber Dressen telling 
him to hit to the right side 
to get the runner over.” 


In those days, Williams 
was a fresh-faced outfielder 
whose career was aborted 


one afternoon in St. Louis 
when he fell on his shoulder 
diving for a fly ball — he 
never 
could 
throw 
much 
after that. Yet he managed 
to hang around the major 
leagues for parts or all of 13 
seasons, playing seven dif­ 
ferent positions, everything 
but catch and pitch, and the 
experience 
convinced 
him 
that the ultimate strategy in 
modern baseball was jug­ 
gling personnel — also called 
platooning. 
“Of course,” he said, “Ca­ 
sey Stengel went in for that 
platooning game with the 
Yankees. He gets credit for 
it because he had the horses 
and won. He had two guys 
disliking him for it — Gene 
Woodling and Hank Bauer — 
but they both made a lot of 
money.” 
Williams has refined the 
art of platooning to an extent 
that even Stengel never en­ 
visioned. 
“You 
must 
m ean,” 
he 
chirped on cue, “our musical 
chair bit at second base last 
year. We started using that 
around the first of Septem­ 
ber when we were able to go 
to a full 40-man squad. We 
also did it because Dick 
Green had a back operation. 
We used 12 different second 
basemen because of injuries. 
I was rapped because Gene 
Tenace (a catcher playing

“I think we do it because 
athletes today are better than 
we were when I played, on 
the average. The ath-a-letes 
are bigger, stronger, have 
more endurance and are be­ 
ing force fed. You’re getting 
training on the spot because 
of the new rules. You can 
only protect a player for one 
year.” 
Yet it m ust grate on a 
player’s morale to have to 
play one day, sit down the 
next, never be sure of a spot 
in the lineup, unless he’s 
somebody like third baseman 
Sal Bando, who got into 152 
games. 
“Anybody would love to be 
a regular,” continued Wil­ 
liams, who made it into 130 
games for the bedraggled 
Kansas City Athletics one 
season, “especially on a club 
like ours. But if you have 25 
men, you have to keep your 
bench sharp also. You may 
be hurting one or two guys’ 
feelings on the regular nine, 
but you might be making 
seven or eight guys happy 
who are bench men. They 
play a lot more and so are 
sharper and if they’re not 
qualified to play in the m ajor 
leagues we’re going to find it 
out and bring somebody else 
up. 
“You try to improve the 
club by cutting from the bot­ 
tom. It keeps everybody on 
their toes. 
They keep in 
shape more, are more atten­ 
tive, watch what’s going on 
instead of talking stocks and 
bonds down at the end of the 
bench.”

Drug weakness 


Is there any way teachers or parents can 
predict with any degree of reliability 
whether a youngster will fool around with 
drugs? At least one study indicates that 
there is. 


Junior high students who get poor grades 
and flout school rules are significantly 
more likely to use drugs during their high 
school years than more studious and 
orderly classmates. 
This is one of the findings of a continuing 
five-year study of Boston elementary, 
junior and high school students being 
conducted by Dr. Gene M. Smith of 
Massachusetts General Hospital. 
The study is looking for answers in three 
areas: (1) Why some students become 
regular drug users while others merely 
experiment with drugs briefly or ignore 
them; 
(2) how personality traits and 
academ ic 
perform ance 
serve as 
predictors 
of 
involvement 
with or 
disinterest in drugs; (3) what changes 
occur 
in 
attitudes, 
personality 
and 
behavior after the initiation of drug use. 


In findings to date, the best indicator of 
subsequent use 
of 
illegal 
drugs is 
rebelliousness 
toward 
authorities 
and

rules. Obedient children are the least 
likely to become drug users. 
The more rebellious a child, the great 
his subsequent use of drugs is apt to be. 
Other reliable predictors of future drug 
use are classroom apathy and generally 
poor academic performance from middle 
grade 
school onward, 
and 
the early 
smoking of cigarettes. 
Two traits which do not predict future 
drug use or non use are vigor and self- 
confidence. 
There 
are 
m arked 
p erson ality 
differences between those students who 
have never used drugs and those who have, 
while infrequent and frequent drug users 
tend to have similar personalities. 
The students are self-rated. They range 
from fourth graders to high school seniors 
and represent a sample of a predominately 
white, middle-class high school population 
of 15,000 in 33 public schools in the Boston 
area. 
Incidentally, the study knocks a hole in 
the belief that “the parents drink and the 
kids smoke.” Heavy marijuana users are 
also heavy drinkers and the study finds no 
evidence that marijuana is supplanting 
alcohol among the younger generation. 


Socking it to I.T.T. 


The Overseas Private Investment 
Corporation has refused to pay 
l.T.T. the |92 million dollars it lost 
in Chile as a result of Allende’s 
confiscation of I.T.T.’s telephone 
company down there. The OPIC was 
unspecific about why it was denying 
indemnity to I.T.T. and the dispute 
will 
go 
to 
arbitration. 
But 
meanwhile, OPIC has delighted 
those who wish to find fault with 
I.T.T., in small part because of its 
offer to help the United States 
Government finance an anti-Allende 
campaign in the weeks before his 
selection as President, in greater 
part because they feast on any 
opportunity to disparage American 
business, which they do with Upton 
Sinclairish delight. “What ever its 
official reason, says the New York 
Times, “OPIC has acted in the best 
interests of the United States in 
denying the I.T.T. claim.” 
Allende 
meanwhile 
is 
as 
happy as if he had 
struck oil. He has 
brazenly 
opportunized on the 
r e v e l a t i o n 
of 
I.T.T.’s 
offer 
to 
Henry Kissinger, as 
exposed by 
Jack 
gv Anderson as if that 
were 
the 
only 
reason for denying 
full 
compensation 
to I.T.T. 
for the 
v a lu e 
of 
its 
properties. 
It is forgotten, in the general 
confusion, that Jack Anderson’s 
exposures were in March of 1972, 
that ten months earlier in May of 
1971 the Allende Government in 
conversations with I.T.T. offered to 
pay approximately 15 percent of the 
accepted value of the properties: 
that is to say, had embarked on a 
course of 85 percent confiscation; 
and that in September of 1971, five 
months 
before 
the 
Anderson 
columns, the Allende government 
had proceeded to take over the 
management of the company. 
Forgotten also is that in the 
summer 
of 
1971, 
the 
Allende 
government 
confiscated 
the 
properties of five American copper 
companies which had never reveled 
with Kissinger, without paying them 
a penny. The excuse for not doing so 
was that the companies in question 
had 
“ damaged’’ 
the 
mine 
installations, “overestimated” their 
depreciation, 
and 
taken 
out 
“excess” 
profits. The bill: one 
billion dollars. Needless to say, it is 
very easy to confiscate property or 
justify anything else if one has 
exclusive control of the official 
apparatus of incrimination. When 
Stalin’s “government” announced 


that an official had been executed 
for “treason” , that was the end of it. 
What 
is 
remarkable 
is 
the 
enthusiasm with which so many 
Americans accept the humiliation of 
a company whose investors are 
American citizens who have acted in 
good faith. 
Now 
here 
is 
an 
interesting 
contrast. The dispute between OPIC 
and l.T.T. comes down to 92 million 
dollars. By coincidence, the dispute 
between 
England 
and 
Ghana 
involves a figure almost identical- 
194 
million 
dollars. 
The 
late 
Nkrumah, the dictator of Ghana 
who in due course was overthrown, 
was 
a 
profligate 
spender 
who 
borrowed a billion dollars around 
the world during the time he was 
flying high. The most recent coup in 
Ghana was conducted by Colonel 
Ignatius Kutu Acheampong, whose 
mind works rather like Allende’s: 
when you find that you owe money 
to foreigners — as Chile owed it to 
I.T.T. — why simply find an excuse 
for not paying it! 
Accordingly, 
Acheampong 
prounounced 
the 
obligation to England as null and 
void on the grounds that it had been 
incurred through corruption. Whee. 
No doubt the complement to the 
New 
York 
Times 
in 
England 
congratulated 
Nkrumah, 
finding 
England’s Exchequer managers as 
corrupt as the managers of I.T.T. 
Acheampong 
went 
further 
and 


nationalized over a half of his 
country’s 
foreign-owned 
gold, 
diamond, and timber operations. 
But suddenly things began to 
happen to Ghana. Credit dried up — 
completely. Forced to pay cash for 
its 
imports, 
Ghana’s 
prices 
skyrocketed. In no time at all, 
Acheampong was crawling back to 
the 
creditors, 
suggesting 
a 
modification 
of 
his 
previous, 
boisterous, carefree solution to his 
country’s 
economic 
problems, 
which was to steal from foreigners. 
That of course is what Allende’s 
Chile is doing, with this difference, 
that the United States, and its 
principal intellectuals, are really 
cheering it along by buying the 
fiction that Allende’s move against 
I.T.T. was the result of hurt pride 
over 
I.T.T.’s 
initiative 
in 
anticipating the direction Allende 
would take. 
In Europe they’ve been around a 
long time, and when they lend out 
money, they get it back or else the 
defaulting 
country 
is 
put 
into 
economic Coventry, as they might 
8 
ut it in England; and over this 
lere are very few gasps of outrage 
from other than the kind of people 
who howl out their discontents in 
Hyde Park. In the United States we 
are too unsure of ourselves to 
demand that American citizens’ 
rights be respected. That, by the 
way, is why increasingly they are 
disrespected.

Moves 
in

}he district is on the threshhold of 
exciting new programs. 
Movement toward the personnel 
unit concept also — despite the 
feeling that the board did a fast 
shuffle instead of facing the issue 
squarely — gives promise of new 
inputs from teacher and student 
ranks, 
and 
new importance to 
community demands. Simply put, 
the concept is based on a decision by 
a faculty on how many teachers the 
school wants, how the school wants 
to spend the money — all based on 
so many dollars per student, and 
following 
district 
guidelines 
on 
teacher-student ratios, etc. 
If some of this feeling had been 
transmitted to the electorate, it 
seems to me the voters would turn 
out as never before. Maybe it has 
and they will. 
That’s something that will be 
known quite clearly when the ballots 
are counted tonight 
Maybe someone will read this and 
vote if they haven’t.
